In the Soviet city of Lenin­ 
grad, known as St. Petersburg 
before the Bolshevik revolution, 
there is a big building which 
looks like a Greek temple.

Through it capital 
from inside and outside Russia 
was channeled to build rail­ 
roads, finance mining opera­ 
tions, construct factories, and so 
on.

There is no stock exchange in 
Russia now. 
There was plenty of oppres­ 
sion and exploitation in Czarist 
Russia. But history shows that 
conditions were steadily getting 
better. Little 
by little, 
until 
World War I. the lot of the peo­ 
ple improved. Freedoms were 
gained. All this was reversed 
when communism seized power 
and established the ultim ate in 
tyranny. And the death of th* 
old stock exchange is symbolic 
of what happened. 
A stock exchange is an ex­ 
ample of economic freedom in 
action. It is a 
place 
where 
those who wish can invest sav­ 
ings in the securities of enter­ 
prises in which they have faith. 
In thliTcduntry it is the instru­ 
m ent w’hich has made it pos­ 
sible for millions upon million* 
of people, most of them with 
average means, to become own­ 
ers of industry, It has, in other 
words, created a form of eco­ 
nomic democracy which goes

In the lat­ 
ter year his earnings were report­ 
ed at $976,000 
His younger brothers, Spy roe and 
George, Joined him in St. Lou a 
and invested in the Olympia Nick­ 
elodeon. This became the corner­ 
stone of a Missouri theater chain 
which grew to 30 houses in IO 
years 
Hard-hit by the crash, the Skou­ 
ras Brothers climbed bick in the 
'30s and began building the theatri­ 
cal empire that made 'them all 
millionaires. Today it includes 500 
movie houses and 20th Century- 
Fox Studios. 
Besides his brothers, the elder 
Skouras is survived by his widow 
Florence, two daughters, a boo and 
five grandchildren.

EDINBURG, Tex. (/Pl —• Ramon 
Mirabel Carrion, 41. secretary gen­ 
eral of the Puerto Rican Commu­ 
nist party, was nabbed by th* TOI

and Mexico, 
It was not clear whether the 
Puerto Rican was attempting to 
enter or leave the United States. 
FBI agents said his arrest tied In 
with the seizure in New York City 
and Puerto Rico of IO other leafT* 
ing members of the Puerto Rican 
Reds. 
He was charged with coaspiring 
to ad\ocate overthrowing of the 
U.S. government by force. 
Officers said he signed waivers 
for his removal to Puerto Rico for 
t-ial and would be taken there 
“fairly promptly.” He was held in 
jail here Sn lieu of $25,000 bond. 
Puerto Rico's No. I Communist 
was reported to have “gone un­ 
derground’’ last June when he van­ 
ished from his native island.
